The Arabs of the Widdle Ages. 
The industrious Arabs revived those use- 
ful arts the barbarians of Enrope 
seemed anxious to forget. They wove the 
richest fabrics of wool, cotton, or silk; they 
manufactured cloth of and carpets of un- 
equalled splendor ; their divans were covered 
with satin cushions and velvet hangings; 
and muslins and lace of fairy-like texture 
adorned the Moslem bride. In metals the 
Arabs were also excellent workmen. They 
forged huge chains and bars of iron; the 
steel of Damascus whe renowned in the 
cities of E . Their jewelry was the 
fairest and jest of the age ; they lavished 
gold and silver in decorating their mosques 
and their palaces; and their mints produced 
a coinage that was the model of the Eu- 
ropean world. As architeots they invented 
a strangely al style of building, in 
which the fancy of the artist ecemed to revel 
in new creations, and of which the lovely 
ruins of the Alhambra form a living example; 
- in their private houses they gathered the 
richest marbles, the costliest mosaics, foun- 
tains of dancing waters, and gardens of per- 


petaa] beauty. 

The Arab workman was usually temperate 
almost to austerity, Mohammed had enforced 
the doctrine of total abstinence with a rigor 
unst by the most austere of modern 
reformers, He denounced tem 1 and 
eternal woes net the Mussulman who 
should touch the accursed wince. He had 
himeelf set an example of perfect abstinence, 
and in their purer age bis followers obeyed 
the p of their prophct. It was only 
in the ine of the nation that the Moham- 
medans learned to imitate the drunkenness 
and license of the Europeans. Temperate 
in their diet, frugal in their mode of life, the 
Arabs sound poy new in wees 
bodies; they soon to ay an intel- 

4 a them to the front 
of civilization, They eagerly songht for 
knowledge amidst the ruins of Grecian lite- 


rature, and the poets and phil hers of 
Athens and of Rome were transla’ for the 
benefit of the students of ad and Cor- 


dova, The colleges and schools of the Arab 
cities were with attentive scholars 
when the great nobles of France and Eng- 
land could neither read nor write; they pro- 
duced eminent poets and graceful writers 
whil® Europe had neither a literature nor 4 
language; their libraries numbered thou- 
sands of volumes when Oxford possessed 
only a few imperfect manuscripts chained 
to the walls; and tho poorest merchant of 
Bagdad lived with more comfort and was far 
better informed than the proud knight who 
came at the head of his barbarous squadrons 
to die on the burning plains of Syria in an 
ineffectual crusade.—Hugene Lawrence, in 
dlarper's Magazine.

ae \seneneen, oui two hundred and twenty. 
six of these were regarded as fraudulent, 
and submitted to the police tribunals. 

All this active surveillance, though power- 
lens to prevent fraud, is efficacious in check- 
ing it, and more particularly in ensuring to 
offenders an a nt of punishment p r- 
tionate to their deserts, The fines inflicted 
r from fifty france up to twenty thou- 
aa france—a fine of the latter amount, in 
aidition to several months’ imprisonment, 
having been inflicted on a landed p:oprietor 
convicted of adulterating milk sent by him 
to Paris, Whenever eu noes deleterious 
to health have been employed for purposes 
of adulteration, a sentence of imprisunment 
ie invariably inflicted, as well as the cus- 
tomary fine. But the best feature of the 
French process is the publishing of all sen- 
tences on placards, printe| at the delin- 
quevt's expense, three of which the police 
are required to see duly exposed in the 
window, on the door, and inside hi« shop, 
for the space of fifteen days, The re-

Old Words. 

A familiar verse of the fifth chapter of 
Matthew contains two not very common 
words, and these words, as regards many 
people, vubscure any nice appreciation of the 
full meaning of the entire sentence. 

“Till heaven and earth pass, one jot, or 
one fiffie shall in no wise pass from the 
law,” Ke, 

Of course any man that can read decently 
has no difficulty with the esacntial significa- 
tion of this passage, But he at once sees it 
in a clearer light, when he understands that, 
in the old languages, rocluding Old English, 
the letter ¢ occupied all the positions which 
fand j now divide between them, j being 
unknown, except possibly to the car as one 
of the sounds of ¢ Thus, jot—in the old 
spelling, of—is but the English for the He- 
brew jod or ied, and the Greek iofa, which 
is the smallest letter in the Groek, just as i is 
the smallest in our own alphabet. 7itrie, 
iteelf a diminutive of 4/, which means some- 
thing very small, was the beat English word 
that the translators could find to represent 
to Greek word deraic, whieh is rendered by 
apex in the Latin, trait de lettre in the | 
Vrench, and by “fel in the German version.
